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COMPUTING  EQUIPMENT:   YESTERDAY,  TODAY,  TOMORROW 

After  more  than  a  quarter  century  of  production,  the  computing 
industry  is  moving  into  a  new  phase  of  development  which  promises 
to  have  a  profound  influence  on  both  business  and  daily  life 
around  the  world.   This  new  phase  is  marked  by  dramatic  changes 
in  the  design  and  functions  of  computing  systems.   In  the  past, 
for  example,  the  size  of  a  computer  installation  was  directly 
proportional  to  its  capabilities  and  use:   the  larger  and  more 
expensive  a  system  was,  the  more  it  was  able  to  do.  R.ecent  years 
have  changed  all  this.   The  advent  of  solid-state  electronics, 
miniaturization,  and  related  technology  has  made  it  possible  to 
reduce  system  size  and  cost  to  an  extent  undreamed  of  before. 

For  instance,  in  the  early  1950' s,  an  IBM  computer  with  a  one- 
million  bit  capacity  occupied  approximately  400  cu  ft  (12  cu  m) . 
By  comparison,  a  portable  data  terminal  recently  introduced  by 
Texas  Instruments,  features  a  "magnetic  bubble  memory"  offering 
the  same  capacity  in  only  20  cu  in  (16.5  cu  cm).   And  this  is  by 
no  means  the  end  of  this  line  of  development.   At  least  one  U.S. 
system  manufacturer  predicts  that,  by  1990,  a  fingernail-size 
computer  will  be  available  which  will  provide  one  million  bits  of 
memory  and  an  equal  logic  capacity. 

Cost  has  also  been  strikingly  reduced  over  the  years.   In  1952, 
the  cost  of  100,000  multiplication  operations  was  $1.26;  today 
these  may  be  performed  for  only  one  cent.   There  has  been  a 
parallel  decline  in  the  cost  of  computer  memory:   one  byte  (or 
character)  of  storage  has  dropped  from  $2.00  in  1964  to  only  7  c 
at  present. 

As  these  examples  illustrate,  computing  products,  services,  and 
facilities  are  developing  at  an  unprecendented  rate.   The  new 
products  announced  in  this  issue  of  Commercial  News  USA  display  a 
shifting  technological  balance  between  the  hardware,  software, 
and  personnel  used  to  construct  information  systems .   In  fact , 
the  established  guidelines  and  boundaries  in  this  area  are  be- 
coming quickly  obsolete  in  the  wake  of  new  technology.   Already 
experts  in  the  field  are  noting  that  the  latest  characteristics 
of  terminals  and  minicomputers  make  the  two  hardly  distinguish- 
able. 

A  New  Focus :   The  User 

To  render  computer  technology  more  accessible  to  a  variety  of 
end-users,  system  manufacturers  are  concentrating  on  applications 
of  distributed  analytical  capability,  "user  languages,"  and  other 
techniques  that  reduce  the  need  for  a  specially  trained  informa- 
tion-processing staff.   As  a  result  of  trends  such  as  these, 
computers  are  moving  from  the  forbidding,  laboratory-like  set- 
ting of  the  computer  center;  more  and  more,  they  can  be  found 
in  factories,  oil  refineries,  sales  offices,  school  rooms,  even 
in  private  homes . 


The  expanding  supply  of  basic  software  packages  and  the  increased 
availability  of  customized  software  has  also  played  an  important 
part  in  making  computing  systems  more  flexible.   Because  of  the 
extraordinary  range  of  products,  it  is  now  possible  to  construct 
systems  designed  to  meet  even  the  most  specific  and  unique  re- 
quirements --  often  without  going  beyond  commercially  available 
hardware  and  software. 

Technological  Developments 


ring  1978,  there  was  continued  development  and  exploitation  of 
reral  key  solid-state  memory  technologies.   "Bubble  memories" 
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(named  from  the  microscopic  shapes  formed  to  represent  binary 
data)  were  available  in  production  quantities  of  92,000  (92  K) 
bits  per  chip.   In  addition,  several  U.S.  firms  announced  the 
first  sample  quantities  of  256K  bubble  chips.   In  the  1980' s, 
bubble  memories,  as  well  as  charge-coupled  devices  (CCD's)  -- 
another  type  of  solid-state  micro-circuit  --  could  evolve  into 
solid-state  alternatives  to  electromechanical  disk  and  drum 
memories  which  are  widely  used  for  large,  on-line  storage  re- 
quirements.  The  advantages  of  these  newer  technologies  would  be 
lower  price,  greater  reliability  and  compactness,  lower  power 
requirements,  and  higher  data  acquisition  and  transfer  speeds. 

The  rapid  spread  of  the  use  of  denser  integrated  circuits  (ICs) 
for  computer  main  memory  also  continued  last  year.   Several  large 
central  processors  (CPUs)  were  announced  which  incorporated 
random  access  memory  ICs  (RAMs)  with  16K  bits  of  data  per  read- 
write  memory  chip;  one  firm  introduced  small  processors  incor- 
porating 64K  chips.   The  results  were  more  compact  computers, 
usually  offering  several  times  as  much  total  memory  capacity  as 
previous  models. 

The  first  production  quantities  of  32K  and  64K  read-only  memory 
chips  (ROMs)  began  to  reach  computer  makers,  as  several  component 
firms  announced  the  fabrication  of  prototype  128K  ROMs. 

These  higher  capacity  ROMs  began  to  provide  new  applications 
possibilities  in  computers,  including  the  storage  of  software 
programs  on  a  single  chip  rather  than  on  larger,  more  expensive 
magnetic  disk  memories.   For  example,  one  IC  might  contain  the 
necessary  program  to  convert  instructions  written  in  a  high 
level,  quasi-human  language  such  as  BASIC  into  the  binary  code 
used  by  computers.  These  trends  have  obvious  future  implications 
not  only  for  more  compact,  but  also  easier-to-use  computers. 

Historically  the  density  of  individual  memory  ICs  has  tended  to 
quadruple  every  2  years.   If  this  trend  continues  in  the  future, 
sample  quantities  of  one  million  bit  RAMs  could  appear  as  early 
as  1982  or  1983.   But  the  same  production  technologies  could  be 
used  in  creating  other  types  of  ICs  such  as  microcomputers. 
Today  the  equivalent  of  a  minicomputer  is  available  on  a  single 
chip.   By  1983  the  equivalent  of  a  1978  large  scale  processor  is 
expected  to  be  available  on  a  chip. 


Teleprocessing  (based  on  computer  links  via  telecommunications 
lines)  and  distributed  data  processing  techniques  are  also  be- 
coming increasingly  important.   Although  the  relationship  of 
computer  equipment/operations  to  the  communications  industry  is 
not  yet  clearly  defined  (especially  in  cases  where  utilities  are 
government  regulated) ,  there  is  little  doubt  that  these  two  areas 
will  continue  to  grow  together.   Computer  equipment  is  already 
available  which  can  perform  communications  switching  functions. 
Conversely,  there  are  communications  "central  office"  systems 
able  to  perform  substantial  computing  activities. 

Personal  Computers 

The  development  of  microprocessors,  so  called  "computers  on  a 
chip,"  has  revolutionized  the  computing  industry,  making  possible 
many  important  applications  including  personal  computers .   Demand 
for  personal  computers  grew  steadily  through  1978,  with  increased 
activity  in  the  school,  home,  and  small-business  market.   The 
average  price  for  a  complete  small  business  sytem  (including 
software)  was  $15,000,  while  computer  hobby  kits  and  fully 
assembled  models  for  home  use  tended  to  sell  for  about  $1,000. 

To  develop  this  promising  market,  system  manufacturers  will 
probably  combine  the  computing/processing  functions  of  their 
products  with  complimentary  functions  for  entertainment,  commu- 
nications, and  control  (e.g.  smoke  detection,  alarm  systems, 
etc.)   Simplified  systems  with  broader  applications  will  take 
personal  computers  beyond  the  "hobby"  stage  they  currently 
occupy. 

Growth  in  the  communications  function  would  be  aided  by  future 
declines  in  communications  costs  and  the  creation  of  appropriate 
external  data  sources  --electronically-stored  newspapers,  books, 
store  catalogs,  or  stock  information.   Placed  in  this  broader 
context,  the  home  computer  would  become   a  critical  element  in  a 
larger  system,  increasing  the  list  of  applications  and  the 
magnitude  of  its  potential  impact  on  the  general  economy. 

Computer  Literacy? 

As  the  availability  of  computer  technology  expands,  one  of  the 
most  exciting  possibilities  for  the  future  lies  in  the  social 
climate  which  greets  this  powerful  new  tool.   Because  of  the 
growing  popularity  of  personal  computers  and,  increasingly,  the 
appearance  of  computers  in  school  systems,  it  is  possible  to 
foresee  the  day  when  students  will  be  "computer  literate"  by  the 
time  of  their  graduation  from  secondary  school.   The  use  of 
computers  might  then  be  as  common  and  widespread  as  the  use  of 
the  automobile   or  telephone  is  today. 

At  present,  acceptance  of  automated  information  systems--even  in 
developed  countries  --  is  far  less  than  is  generally  supposed. 
However,  this  situation  is  likely  to  change.   When  it  does,  the 


full  integration  of  computer  technology  into  a  society  capable  of 
exploiting  it  will  have  an  impact  which  today  is  difficult  to 
imagine.   Almost  certainly,  though,  this  technology  will  provide 
both  society  and  individuals  with  tools  to  enrich  lives  and  to 
achieve  social  goals  with  unparalleled  efficiency.
